VANCEBURG'S FIRE 


A Lively Blaze But Not So Disas- 


trous as Reported.

Vanceburg, Ky., was visited by a 


disastrous fire last evening which for a 
time it was feared would consume the 
entire town. The town being without 
any adequate means of fighting the 
flames, a telegram was sent to this 
city about i o'clock, asking that a fire 
engine be sent down to their aid. The 
message came to the C. & O. office at 
South Portsmouth and the operator 
over there had an immense amount of 
trouble in getting the message across 
the river to the fire chief, Williamson. 
The young man who was on duty at 
the telephone 
exchange 
was 
fast 


asleep, and uo amount of ringing 
could awaken him. So the night oper- 
ator, after fruitless efforts to get the 
fire department by telephone, hied 
himself to the river bank and pro- 
ceeded to make the night hideous with 
his yells. He yelled everything from 
help to halloa, and then yelled back 
again. Finally he attracted the atten- 
tion of some', belated citizen, and the 
message was sent across the river. 
Chief 
Williamson promptly • notified 


the mayor, Mr. Neill and Mr. Adams of 
the fire committee of council, these 
gentlemenjgivinghim the desired per- 
mission to go. 


A special train was gotten ready at 


South Portsmouth, with two flat-cars 
and the East End crew, with their ap- 
paratus, were on their way to the ferry, 
being about half way down the grade, 
when another messase came that they 
were not needed,-as the Vanceburg 
jjoople believed they had the fire under 
control. The East End boys regretted 
very much that they were unable to be 
of any service to the Vanceburg peo- 
ple, and were not only willing, but ea- 
ger to respond to their call for aid, and 
the way they hustled around was a 
credit to them. 


Mr. S. Ruggles, who owns *35,000 or 


530,000 worth of property in that city, 
received a telegram this morning and 
fuller details of the firo were learned 
from the crew of the Reliance.' That 
steamer laid at Vanceburg. last night 
to xmload wheat. 
About 1 o'clock the 


steamer watchman observed that tlie 
roof of the Carter Hotel was on fire 
and the fire alarm of the steamer was 
sounder)...The blaze was already under" 
headway, and, there being no means 
of fighting it, soon spread to adjacent 
buildings. It'was seen that a disas- 
trous fire was inevitable and a mes- 
sage of help was sent to Mayor Hall. 


The property burned included the

Mrs. 
Fountain,

Willim,

Tanian, and a residence and stable be- 
longing to Mr. Plummer, also a livery 
stable and residence of Mrs. Bevan, a 
sister of S. Ruggles.

A CURIOSITY 


IH John Clftrk, of Phllailulphhi, Muw at

The Lcglor House has been enter- 


taining for the; past few days a man 
who is quite B.-curiosity in his way. 
His name is John Clark, and ho hails 
from Philadelphia. Clark ia, literally 
speaking, only a piece of a man. Once 
he was a perfectly formed individual. 
Now, 
however, he makes his 
way 


through the world on two artificial 
legs. The fingers of his left hand arc 
gone and his right hand is so. badly 
crippled as to be of little use. One eye 
is gone entirely, while the other has 
an artificial pupil. Altogether, Clark 
is a much patched 
up 
individual. 


Yet, despite theoe misfortunes Clark is 
still a good man and manages to make 
his own living and get along iu the 
world quite comfortably. He is now, 
and has been for some five or six years 
past, traveling about over the country 
selling artificial limbs and surgical in- 
struments. He says he has been very 
successful at this trade. 


Mr. Clark is the son of a sea captain, 


and was born on one of his 
father's 


vessels at sea- Naturally clark took 
to the sea, and became in time master 
of a merchant vessel. One day he and 
one of his sailors got into a racket, and 
as the result Clark says the sailor got 
hurt. For that act Clark's certificate 
as master was revoked for two year?. 
He then shipped as mate on the Hattie 
Morris. A few months out the Morris 
was wrecked in a hurricane oft the 
coast of 
Newfoundland, and 
after 


drifting about for thirty-three days, 
suffering dreadfully from exposure to 
the cold, the creiv were picked up by 
the German steamship Netherlands and 
taken to Philadelphia. Of the twenty- 
four men in the crew only nine reached 
Philadelphia alive, and of these nine 
only one besides Clark got well. Clark 
suys the other man was the runaway 
son of wealthy parents, and is now in 
Washington minus two limbs, the am- 
putations'in both cases being rendered 
necessary by their frozen condition.
